A SATISFACTORY SETTLEMENT. 


“With reference to the question of the 
Tralee Club finishing their meeting on Sun- 
day, 27th December, a deputation from the 
club appeared before a meeting of the Stand- 
ing Committee.

“The Standing Committee accepted the ex- 
pression of regret, and, having received an 
assurance from the members of the deputation 
that such a thing would not occur again, 
decided to take no farther action.—T. A. 
Morris, Secretary.” i 

Such was the decision of the Standin 
Committee, which was officially supplied to on 
reporter on the conclusion of the meeting © 
the Committee, which was held at the Four 
Courts Hotel yesterday. The Committee had 
been summoned specially to consider the 
action of the County Kerry Club in continuing 
their St. Stephen’s Day meeting at Bally- 
beggan Park, Tralee, on the following day 
(Sunday). The club had applied for a permit 
for the two days, but. it was alleged, had not 
been granted permission to course on the 
Sunday. : 

'The custom írom time immemorial has been 
for coursing men not to course in ES on 
Sundays, and, though there is no allusion to 
“Sunday” in either the National or Irish 
Code of Rules, the Standing Committee of 
the governing body in Ireland were, our gc 
sentative ascertained, determined not to allow 
Sunday meetings in public under their juris- 
diction. He also learned, prior to yesterday s 
meeting, that the County Kerry Club, and, 
in fact, every club in Kerry under the juris- 
diction of the LC.C., were against the ex- 
ploitation of the = in ewe on Sundays, 
and that the club, having failed to finish their 
meeting on St. Stephen’s Day, did not regard 
themselves as acting contrary to the spirit of 
the unwritten law, or any I.C.C. rule, in 
running off the remaining courses on the 
following day, 

The words “a misunderstanding’’ in the 
text of the decision would, therefore, seem to 
round off very nicely a situation which at one 
time threatened to develop into serious con- 
sequences for the sport of the leash in this 
country. 

Had the Standing Committee not handled 
the case so tactfully, and had the County 
Kerry Club adopted a different attitude to 
that which they assumed, no doubt the con- 
sequences would have been serious. In the 
circumstances the decision arrived at, and in 
which the Standing Committee clearly and 
en yam agg asserted their determination 
that such thing as Sunday coursing shall 
not occur again, was a most satisfactory and 
gratifying one, and will be received as such 
y coursing men in all parts of the country.

The glean bill of health which Irish live 


stock enjoy is due in great measure to the 
activities of the Vetermmary Section of the 


Department of Lands and Agriculture. With- 
out display and with much thoroughness the 
work of this section of the Departtient is 
being carried on as it was when all Ireland 
was under one control, As a result the 
country has been kept free of foot-and-mouth 
disease and other diseases of live: stock. 


At the head of affairs in the Free State is 
Veterinary Inspector, assisted by 


the Li let 

three Superintendent Veterinary Inspectors. 
In addition there is a staff of 35-fully qualiued 
yeterinary surgeons engaged on duty at the 
principal ports, and also on teld duties in 
relation to animal diseases. There is no 
material modification in the relationship be- 
tween the qualified technical heads of this 
section and the Minister for Lands and Agri- 


culture as compared with those existing in the 
oid davs between the same section and. the 


Vice-President of the. Department. As: a 
matter of fact the position of the section is 
now stronger, for the chiefs have direct access 
to the Minister, who is thus kept in touch 
with all their work, 

(wing to the elaborate precautions which 
have been taken to prevent the introduction 
ef foot-and-mouth disease into the Free State, 
the country has continued to show freedom 
from the disease at a time when it is prevalent 
all over Europe and in a large part of Great 
Britain. Not only do the Free State veteri- 
nary authorities prevent the importation of 
hay or straw for food or litter, but they also 


exclude hay and-straw as packing material, 
besides some forms of manufactured hay or. 


straw. It is recognised that these restrictions 
have some disadvantages, but the prime inte- 
rest to protect the live stock trade overrules 
any inconvenience that may be caused to the 


commercial community. ; 
IMPORTATION OF ANIMALS. 

Pedigree stockmen have been hit by the 
reguiations also. Owing»-to the recurring out- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth. disease in Britain 
it becamé essential to strictly limit the impor- 
tation even of highly-bred animals. In fart, 
except from ‘safe ” areas in Northern, Scot- 
| neither breeding cattle nor breeding 

ep have been admitted to the Irish Free 
State. In those areas which are regarded as 
‘safe,’’ special arrangements have been made 
by the attendance of senior officers at the big 
Scottish sales. ‘With these precautions it has 
been possible to sanction the importation of 
fresh blood for depleted flocks and herds. 

Since the Department of Agriculture is 
usually one of the largest buyers at 
cross-Channel sales for the —. of 
its live stock scheme, it 1s 1 
expect that every” effort will be 
to allow Irish buyers to operate at. the 
sales which take place in Scotland next 
I have no doubt that, if, the Free 
State veterinary experts are satisfied that no 
risk ‘will be involved by the admission of 
pedigree stock from such centres, 1 rts will 
be permitted under restrictions. Much will 
depend upon the state of affairs existing at 
the time of the sales, 

‘IRISH HORSES. 

In addition to the protection of cattle and 
sheep breeding interests, the Free State 
veterinary section has also seen to the health 
of Irish horses by the regulation of imports 
and the prevention of disease through that 
channel. 

Under Orders from the Department local 
authorities are largely responsible for the 
eradication of sheep scab. In some parts 
scab has almost disappeared. Not many

DUAL PURPOSE CATTLE. 


IMPORTANCE OF COW-TESTING. 


Mr. ©. J. McCarthy, Live Stock Inspector 
tc the Department of Agriculture, in tho 
course of an address to a large attendance “Í 
farmers ani others at the Presentation 
Brothers’ Schools, Carrick-on-Shannon, ¢n 
Monday night, said that in Denmark cattle 
breeding had been improved for milk alone. 
In Ireland they had a valuable store cattle 
trade, and they wanted to improve it. They 
had also adairying industry, and both went side 
by side. They would, therefore, see the need 
of a dual purpose cow. ‘These cows could 
only be got through cow-testing associations. 
They wanted -every farmer to retain every 
g cow that he had and get the calves, so 
as to build up their stock with a good herd. 
The demand at the fairs was for the small, 
thick, close cattle. 

In England the big, long, leggy cattle only 
sold at the same rate as the chilled meat 
from South America, while the small, thick 
breed animals secured the top prices. They 
knew what the Canadian cattle were doing to 
them. Ireland had an extensive market 'n 
England; and they should send over the 
type of cattle required. They could hold 
their place. in the market if only they im- 
béil their foundation stock In the Free 
State thev had a million and a guarter oi 
cows, which yearly gave a million of calves. 
One out of every five was required for breed- 
ing, while three-fourths were required for the 
butcher. It was to their advantage to have 


animals are suffering from it at present, but 
older sheep are still showing the effects of 
fluke. 

Swine fever is being kept in check as far as 


‘possible, but there is an outlay of nearly 


£13,000 a year by way of compensation. 

\part from this item, the-estamate íor the 
veterinary section, as passed by the Oireachtas 
last year, is £12,626, with £3,075 m addition 
for veterinary. research. This does not cover 
the cost of the clerical staff, which comes 
under a separate account, 

TRANSIT OF ANIMALS. 

At present the Department is paying special 
attention to the transit of animals. Two 
expert officers are travelling through the 
country to fairs and markets to see that stock 
are properly treated. They have the assist- 
ance of Civic Guards in regulating the con- 
ditions under which cattle are brought to the 
railway stations, and there are also regula- 
tions regarding the loading of railway wagons. 
So much importance is attached to the work 
of this section of the Department’s activities 
that when appointing a committee to inquire 
into the transit of cattle last summer the 
Minister selected as chairman the chief of 
the veterinary section, 

In the Six County area a similar veterinary 
staff is Operating under the direction of the 
Imperial Secretary, and special care is taken 
to prevent the introduction of animal diseases. 
After the 3lst March next it is expected that 
this service will be transferred to the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture.

BELFAST’S LEAD, i 
In Belfast there are employed in the work 


time medical officers, three part-time 
specialists, four parfetime ‘dentists, and four- 
teen nurses. In 1925 the number of school 
children that passed under the examination 
of the medical officers was over 20,000, and 
the. dentists treated about 6,000 children. 
The scheme is worked on a well-thought-out 
system, in which. the child at school has his 
or her medical record taken at least. three 
times—when under six years of age, when be- 
tween eight and nine, and again before leav- 
ing, between the ages of twelve and thirteen. 
Tfe health of the child is thus kept under 
medical observation, and recorded throughout 
its school life. 

The dental work carried out under the 
Belfast system is of the greatest importance. 
In 1923 the children who passed through the 
hands of the dentists numbered 3,900, in 1924 
it was 5,000, and on that there was a large 
increase last year—the exact figures are not 
yet available. So far parents pay one shilling 
per child per year for all dental work, ‘but 
the proposal is to have in the near future 
dental inspection in all schools, and free 
treatment in cases where the parents cannot 
afford to pay a dentist. 


FREE STATE PLANS. 

On inquiry at the Public Health Depart- 
ment of the Free State Ministry for Local 
Government an /rish Times reporter was told 
that they are preparing a scheme for the 
whole of the twenty-six counties. The in- 
tention is to have the scheme administered: 
through the County Councils by the County 
Medical Officers of Health. The appoint- 
ments of those officers have been delayed in 
consequence of the determination of the 
Ministry that only the best possible men shall 
be engaged on this work. 

A short bill is tobe introduced to amend 
the Local Government Act to the extent of 
taking those important ‘appointments out of 
the hands of the County Councils, and having 
them made by a specially-nominated selection 
board. In Cork City and in Clonmel. school 
medical inspection schemes are in operation, 
but there is nothing of the kind in Dublin.

Originally situated on the shores of 
Lough Neagh, under the protection of Mount- 
joy Sort, it was removed later to its present 
site. ‘he school enjoys a considerable en- 
dowment from estates granted to it by its 
Royal founder. The buildings have from time 
to time been extended, and the fame and in- 
fluence of the school have grown steadily with 


the passing of the years. Many men who 
have filled important places in their coun- 
try’s history have been educated at Dun- 


annon. Among these may be mentioned the 
ight Hon. Hugh Law, Lord Chancellor of 
ireland; Richard Dowse and Hugh Holmes, 
Judges of the Superior Courts, and the late 
Right Hon. Arthur Samuels.

A YEAR'S FILMS. 


REJECTIONS AND PASSES. 
During the year 1925 the Film Censor in the 


Free State had submitted.for censorship 
5,951,526 feet of films, consistirg of

‘‘Drama’’ and 384,917 feet of: ‘‘ Interest.’ 
This total represents an increase of 507,526 
feet on the 1924 figures. 

Of the 1,205 dramas submitted 115. or 9.5 
per cent. were rejected, and 172 or 14.2 per 
cent. ‘‘ out,’ and 552 “ Irterest " films were 
passed.

It is essential, therefore, that Britain shall 
| augment her income by every possible 
| means. She must collect her debts. Italy 
during the last few years has made a re- 
markable recovery from the economic 
depression which nearly ruined her imme- 
diately after the war. At the moment she. 
probably has a balance of trade on the 
right side, although she is forced to import 
all her coal and all her iron, Her financial 
position is very much better than that of 
France, and there is no doubt that she is 
able to pay a considerable sum to- Britain 
every year. It is high-time that the whole 
| question of .war- debts should be settled 
The British. Government was quite willmy 
to cancel everything and allow the nations 
to make a fresh start; but the insistence 
of: the United States on the full settle- 
ment of Europe’s debts compelled Britain 
to change her policy. It is a sordid busi- 
ness. The war was fought in a common 
cause. Every nation contributed ts 
mazimum effort towards the consumma- 
tion of victory; and, so far as Britain was 
concerned, the money that was spent, 
whether it came from London or Rome, 
Paris or “Petrograd, was part of -he 
common, sacrifice. The American people, 
however, decided otherwise, and Britain 
had no alternative w reluctant 
acquieseence in their decision. Wall street 
must get its money; and Europe must 


pay it. 


County History. 

Speakers at the recent Conference on 
Applied Christianity in Dublin drew atten- 
tion to the good work that could be done 
by societies for the study of local history, 
not merely in rescuing parochial records 
from oblivion, but in enriching the life of 
the countryside with intellectual interests. 
An example of what could be. done 
throughout Ireland is seen in the labours 
of the Historical Society of County 
Wexford. This Society publishes a journal, 
The Past, in. which it sets on record the 
result of its more learned members’ re- 
searches. Local committees are encouraged 
to organise gatherings to which the com- 
mittee sends lecturers, whose addresses 
disseminate knowledge of Wexford’'s past. 
In order to foster the reviva] of beautiful 
old Irish names—and, perhaps, to intro- 
duce some variety in districts where every 
eldest son is an Aidan, familiarly Mogue— 
lists of the names of Irish sa“ ts have been 
distributed for the pious consideration of 
parents. The Society, moreover, collaborates 
with the Royal “ociety of Antiquaries in 
the preservation of ruins and relics. So 
much devoted are the people of “ the model 
county ” to their county’s traditions that 
the Society has been emboldened to 
appoint a travelling organiser, in order 
to carry the good work into every corner 
of the land between Mount Leinster and 
the sea. In the new issue of The Past one 
contributor has compiled an annotated list 
of all ancient churches, graveyards, castles, 
wells and raths in the county, Such an 
index of antiquities ought to be published 
in every district in our land, if only to 
stay the hands of the avaricious and the 
idle, who will root up an ancient rath in 
order to add a rood to a grazing field or 
onll down the last wall of a ruined castle 
ather than hew stone at the quarry for 
the building of a new~cow-house. Thus 
far—save for the surveys made by Mr. 
T. J. Westropp in certain counties—no 
‘systematic attempt has been made to 
investigate the remains throughout Ireland 
which are called raths, “cahirs” and 
“cashels.”” In some neighbourhoods they 
are. spoken of as fairy structures, and 
until recently they were regarded by many 
as Danish strongholds, The folk mind, 
indeed, confused Danes and fairies in a 
fantastic fashion, ‘and had it that, when 
the magpies chattered, they were talling 
one another where the Danes hid their 
treasures in the bad days after Clontarf. 
To-day, as the writer in The Past observes, 
the true use of the raths as antique 
dwellings is recognised, and their places 
in history is beginning to be plotted. 
Another writer makes a timely appeal for 
a revived study of heraldry, and points 
out that, although the heraldic code came 
into Ireland with its inventors, the 
Normans, many a charge upon an Irish 
shield preserves a family badge of much 
greater antiquity, The Red Right Hand 
of the O'Neills, and of Ulster, is an 
immemorial emblem. From an age long 
before the Norman irruption the O’Sullivans 
bear the badge of the Staff and Serpent ; 
and the three salmons, argent, haurient, 
of the shield of the O’Cahans—granted 
some three hundred years ago—recall an 
ancient tribal symbol.

Society celebrated its sixtieth birthday. 
When the Society was founded on January 
12th, 1366, “to ter and develop the 
Science of Aeronautics , . + and in- 
cidentally therewith to increase our know- 
ledge’of Aerology,”’ the balloon was known, 
but not the dirigible airship, and no one 
had dreamed of the aeroplane. Nevertheless, 
the members included.many of.the best 


“minds of the age, including..Delane, of 


The Times, Nasmyth, the inventor of the 
steam hammer and many eminent en- 
gineers. From tue first, serious work was 
done, and the Society’s researches ex- 
pedited that wonderful conquest of the air 
which was seen in poetic vision by Tenny- 
son and realised in our own days. When 
the Society held its first general. meeting 
sixty years ago its most important feature 
was a paper on “The Laws by which Heavy 
Bodies. impelled through the air are sus- 
tained ’’—an important, but elementary, 
piece of research. At the most recent ci 
the Sheicty’s gatherings a paper was read 
by Sefior de la Cierva on the “ Autogyro,”’ 
a “heavier-than-air’’ flying machine, 
which can rise, hover and descend like a 
bird. In 1868, when the Society had been 
two years ip existence, an aeronautical 


exhibition was held at the Crystal Palace, 


where many a fantastic structure was dis- 
played, although not a few of the hopeful 
inventors’ models revealed a striving 
towards the principles which ultimately 
made mechanical flight possible. As many 
a cumbrous beast was born to lead a 
useless life while Nature was striving to 
evolve the bird, so many a grotesque con- 
trivance strewed the progress of man's 
effort to produce the “moth” aeroplanes 
which now can be kept in a garage and 
flown over the Channel, and the powerful 
craft with which airmen of the Saorstdat

FRENCH PARLIAMENT. 


OPENING OF BOTH HOUSES. 


(From A Spectra, CORRESPONDENT.) 
The Parliamentary session opened yester- 


day in both Houses of the French Parlia- 
ment. This course does not depend on the 
choice of either the Government or the Presi- 
dent of the Republic, for the Constitution 
declares that the Chambers shall meet on 
the second Tuesday of January in each year. 


An interesting feature was the opening

The Government 
asks. it/ in. the next place, to consider, as 
soon as possible, the insurance legislation, 
a social reform which was submitted to 
committees of both Houses measre tee years 
ago. After this will come the Budget, as 
son as it has passed the Chamber of 
Deputies 

In the Chamber M. Edouard Herriot was 
duly re-elected President. M. Paul Doumer, 
ihe Finance Minister, requires an immediate 
dieeussion of the Budget. As the different 
clauses of expenditure have been already 
voted, and were sent on to the Senate on 
December 30, the Finance Bill, which em- 
bodies his proposals for revenue, now comes 
up for consideration. 

On this measure the fortunes of the Briand 
Ministry are staked. Although that past 
master to Parliamentary manipulations, the 
Prime Minister, contrary to general expecta- 
tion, succeeded in getting the unanimous sup- 
port of his colleagues in the Cabinet for the 
prcposals of M. Doumer, he has now to 
fave the Socialist majority, led by M. Paul 
Blum. It will be an ironical stroke of 
M. Briand’s wonderful luck in difficulties if 
M. Blum, who had hoped to detach a 
schismatical section of the Cabinet, finds 
himself deserted in the Chamber by M. 
Renaudel and the Socialist minority. The 
entire future of the Carte! des Gauches, as 
well as of the existing Chamber, depends 
on the result, and the battle promises to be 
hot. 

Electoral reform is the next proposal to 
be considered. The Committee of the 
Chamber has already discarded proportional 
representation, or, rather, the fantastical dis- 
tortion of proportional representation which 
has governed French elections recently. It 
has submitted, to the House at large, a 
choice between the old system of returning 
ali the representatives of a department on 
the same poll, and the method of electing 
a single member for each arrondissement. 
These two methods may best be illustrated 
by reference to the old English custom of 
retirning county members by a general vote 
of the electors, as contrasted with the later 
device of single-member constituencies. The 
Government will give its support 40 the 
latter arrangement. All this, however—and 
a great deal besides—depends upon the issue 
of M. Doumer’s taxation proposals.

MOTOR CAR. 


TWO PERSONS KILLED. 


The. Scottish express which leaves 
Edinburgh at 7.45 a.m. crashed into a 
motor car about six miles from Newcastle 
yesterday, and kifled two of the occupants. 

The accident took place near Forest Hall 
Station, on the London and North-Eastern 
Railway. The Edinburgh to London train, 
due at Newcastle at-10.52 a:m., was approach- 
ing the station, when, from an occupation 
road-from Fir Tree Farm, a motor car crossed 
on to the line.

It would appear that the motor car had 
crossed one set of rails before the occupants 
became aware of the approach of the express 
Wheel marks indicate that when the motorists 
perceived iheir danger they made an attempt 
to turn aside, but it was too late. 

The engine crashed into the back of the 
ear, smashing the vehicle to atoms, and hurl- 
ing out the cccupants. Death in each case 
was apparently instantaneous. 

An eye-witness of the accident, a boy who 
opened the gates at the crossing, said that he 
opened one gate; crossed the line, and opened 
the other. He heard. no sound of an approach- 
ing train, but as he turned back he saw the 
train dash into the car, which was almost 
over the crossing. . 
The express carried the car about forty 
yards along the line before finally hurling it 
down. an embankment. The permanent way 
was very badly damaged, chairs being 
snapped off and rails twisted.

The trade statistics report for 1925 shows 
a considerable falling off in imports of wear- 
ing “apparel. The figure for women’s and 
girls’ costumes has gone down to £863,495, 
compared with £1,041,066 for the vious 
year. The fact remains, however, that the 
| women of Dublin, at least, are wearing quite 
as good clothes and have just as great a 
variety of them as they had a year ago. 

Inquiry into the matter yesterday in various 
yori brought forth a good deal of con- 
icting evidence on the subject, but the bui« 
pointed to the fact that the new taxes 
had given a great impetus to one industry— 
home dressmaking. e new tariffs having 
increased the price of ready-made garments, 
clothes had to be made at home. 

The majority of the shops state that they 
have not increased the numbers in their 
dressmaking departments, as the present rate 
of wages makes it as costly for them to have 
garments made as to import them and pay 
the tax, but they find that there is a great 
increase in the demand for material and for 
paper patterns. The simplicity of the present- 
day fashions makes it possible for amateur 
dressmakers to turn out far more satisfactory 
work than they could have done a few years 
ago. when frocks were more elaborate. In 
addition, some of the drapery houses have 
departments where material bought on the 
bain is cut out on any pattern chosen by 
he purchaser. 

The Technical Schools have found a big 
addition during the present session to their 
dressmaking classes, in one school the number 
for this year being 299 against 256 for last 

ear, and if space had permitted it a much 
arger number was ready to join. The trade 
classes, on the contrary, had not increased, 
as there is no opening for more apprentices 
in the shops when trained for the reasons 
already stated.

Europe is contemplating the creation of a 
Cortinental currency—“ transfer money ’’— 
according to Herr Stresemann’s organ, the 
Taegliche Rundschau. Many financiers be- 
lieve that such currency could be pitted 
successfully against the all-powerful English 
pound and American dollar, and thus ‘help 
to balance the currencies of the countries 
suffering from inflation, such as France and 
Italy. 

Herr Stresemann’s paper declares that

the eventual sale of bonds of the German 
railroads in an international market com- 
rise the first chapter of the transfer crisis. 
There is no Bó “NIR T. crisis, since Germany 
is fulfilling her obligations punctiliously. 
The big problem facing Europe is how to 
exchange the German marks for reparations 
into a currency acceptable in Paris without 
endangering the _ stability of German 
currency.” 
Official circles remain reticent about the 
creation of a new ‘transfer currency,” but 
they have not attempted to delay negotiations 
in this direction. Numerous German in- 
dustrialists see in the creation of a European 
currency the possibility of levelling Europe's 
prices of production, which for Germany 
would mean a new possibility of exporting 
her goods.

In addition to written records, the “ finds ” 
includé a very great number of painted pots, 
many in perfect condition, forming a complete 
series used by the earliest Sumerians. Unlike 
anything previously found in Iraq, they 
belong to the so-called geometric pottery. 
Many have the familiar black-and-red lozenge 
design common to pottery found at Susa. 
Professor Langdon concludes from these 
“ finds,” and others at Kish, where excava- 
tions. are continuing, that the Sumerian 
occupation of Central Mesopotamia was older 
than any Sumerian civilisation found in the 
south. This supports the conclusion of those 
Assyriologists who maintain tha the 
Sumerians reached Mesopotamia from the

The company, which was incorporated a 
few weeks ago, with a capital of £350,000, 
has purchased an admirable site of sixty 
acres just outside the borough boundary.

IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRrrESPONDENT. 


RIGA, Tuesday. 

Misleading reports of ice and weather 
conditions in the Finnish Gulf, sent to 
foreign shipping companies by the Soviet 
port authorities at Leningrad, have re- 
sulted in twenty-five large freight steamers 
being imprisoned in a - huge icefield a 
hundred miles square. The majority cf 
the ships .re German, and contain valu- 
able cargoes, which the Soviet Government 
recently Fought ftom Gormany with 'the 
big trade credit which Chicherin recently 
arranged with the German State Bank. 

According to the latest reports received 
by Esthonian and Finnish wireless stations 
two ships have already been crushed, and 
have been abandoned by their crews, and 
two others are threatened fvith destrué- 
tion. : 

Soviet, Esthonian, and Finnish ice- 
breakers are attacking the huge ice floes,, 
which formed a week ago, but they have 
been unable to release any of the ships, 
many of which report a shortage of food 
aboard. . 

German shippers and steamship and 
{insurance companies must face a big 
material loss unless there is an immediate 
change in the weather, which is unlikely. 
This is the first time in the history of 
the Baltic that such numbers of steamers 
have been imprisoned by ice in the Fin- 
nish Gulf. 

The navigators blame the Soviet Govern- 
ment for the present disaster, claiming 
that the Russians’ anxiety to avoid trans- 

‘ porting the goods via Latvia and Esthonia 
has resulted in their sending out false 
reports stating that the Finnish Gulf is 
navigable. 

Finnish and Esthonian aviators, flying 
aeroplanes equipped with skis, are at- 
tempting ‘« drop food near the imprisoned 
ships, many of which, it is declared, can- 
not Fe release? until March or April.

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LOUTH COUNTY BOARD OF 
HEALTH DEMAND. 
Pca eee 
£9,000 INCREASE IN ESTIMATE. 


Louth County Board of Health have made 
a demand for £38,364 on the County Council 
for the coming year. The estimate shows an 
increase of more|than £9,000 on last year's 
estimate, which the County Council cut down 
by more than £3,@00. At the end of this 
vear the Board will be over £6,000 in debt. 

" The Chairman | (Mr. McGahon), in moving 

; the estimate, stated that they could guarantee 
that no effort had been spared to run their 
institutions as (cheaply as possible, and 
actually they were budgeting for £1.000 less 
than the actual expenditure which they found 
necessary last Borg That was creditable,’ 
because poverty was more rife than formerly, 
and they had to estimate for £10.000 for home 
help or outdoor relief. At the moment there 
were more than 2,000 names on the books of 
the relief officers. 

The Chairman said that under the Act it 
was proposed to appoint a superintendent of 
medical matters, and no one knew the staff 
which this officer would require. That work 
was at present| being done by the medical 
officers and the relieving officers very effec- 
tively. It seemed to him that they were 
throwing down a _ gigantic administrative 
scheme and erecting in its place another 
gigantic one just as involved and just as 
costly. ' 

The estimate submitted in connection with 
the work formerly done by Rural Councils 
showed a reduction of £3,000 as compared 
with last year, and this was adopted, as was 
also an estimate for £700 for tuberculosis 
work. 

Referring to this, the Chairman stated that 
the money resulted in a splendid medical ser- 
vice, and if they got value comparable with | 
this for all the other money spent from public 
funds they .would be in a fine position.

According to the Board of Trade returns 
which were issued last night Great Britain, 
‘like the Irish Free State, was faced with 
á large increase in the“Jarge adverse 
balance of trade at the-end of 1925. The 
chief figures are :— |

These figures deal only with ‘“‘ visible” 
exports and imports. They show that the 
adverse balance has risen by £73,299,450, 
from £476,472,307 to £549,771,757. Imports 
have risen by £45,419.023, while exports 
have fallen by £27,880,427. Of course, 
Britain’s ‘‘ invisible’’ exports—the huge 
amounts she has invested abroad and the 
sums she receives as “ the world’s carrier ”’ 
go far to cancel the adverse: balance if, 
indeed, they do not cancel it completely. 

The reduction in exports is due entirely 
to slackness in the coal and woollen. indus- 
tries. Coal fell by £21,602,336, and woollen 
and worsted yarns by £8,840,261.° As 
against the decrease in exported woollens 
must be placed an increase of £143,131 in 
exported cotton yarti and manufactures. 

The chief increases in exports during 
the year were:—Vehicles, £5,829,822; 
machinery, £4,286,319; rubber manufac- 
tures, £1,535,241. 

Britain exported in gold. and ailver 
£61,836,021. Of this £10,097)45] went to 
the United States as against £29,912,976 
in 1924, | 

It is a noteworthy fact that, while the 
exports of cattle, sheep and pigs from the 
Free State for the year. was. about 
£4,000,000, Great Britain’s imports of meat 
increased by £15.892,353. 

Among the other increases in the year's 
imports were:—Rubber, £20,115,597; ‘non- 
dutiable food and drink, £9,574,679 ; and non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures thereof, 
£5,424,566. Among the decreases were :— 
Dutiable food and drink, £11,670,019; grain 
and flour, £8,768,889; wood: and timber, 
£4.559.611; iron ore and scrap, £3,409,980; 
and silk and silk manufactures, £2,623,650. 

Britain’s exports for the month of De- 
cember totalled £65,768,661, an increase on 
the previous month of £4,791,304. Imports 
were £134.268.727. an increase on the Novem- 
ber figures of £19,575,843.

MR. RICHARD P. KINGSTON, 


We regret to announce that Mr. Richard 
Paul Kingston died at his residence, Sort- 
field House, Rathmines, Dublin, on Monday, 
after an illness of several months. Mr. 
Kingston was senior partner in the firm oí 
Messrs. Richard Atkinson and Co., the well- 
known Irish poplin manufacturers, of College 
Green, Dublin, which was foutded by Alder- 
man Atkinson in the year 182). Born in Vo. 
Cork, he came to Dublin when ten years of 
age. After serving his apprenticeship with 
a large firm in Dublin, he was invited by 
Messrs. Atkinson and Co. to take charge of 
their sales department when he was only 19 
years of age. ‘Twenty-nine years later, on 
the death of- Mr. Henry Hayes, who was 
son-in-law of the late Alderman -Atkinsea, 
Mr. Kingston and Mr. Robegt 8. Swirles 
entered into partnership for the purpose of 
carrying on the business. On the death of 
Mr. Swirles in 1922 Mr. Kingston's two sons 
entered into partnership with him. 

In the course of his long business career 
in Dublin, Mr. Kingston came in touch with 
almost everybody of distinction who visited 
the city, including members of the Royal 
Family. In commercial circles he was 
held in the highest esteem for his business 
acumen and integrity. During his life-time 
the Irish poplin trade underwent very marked 
changes. Formerly, it was exclusively a 
dress material, but since 1896 the poplin tie 
was introduced, for which Mr. Kingston was 
mainly responsible, and through which the 
name of Irish poplin is known throughout 
the world to-day. 3 

Almost the last business act oí Mr. Kings- 
ton's successíul career was the establishment 
of a branch of the firm in Belfast in July, 
1925. 

Mr. Kingston was a highly esteemed mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church in Dublin, For 
nearly half a century he was conneeted with 
the Centenary Church, in St. Stephen’s 
Green, and took a prominent part in its 
various activities, filling almost every office 
to which a layman may be elected. In early 
life he was closely associated with the build- 
ing of the Inchicore Methodist Church, and 
was particularly interested in the Sunday 
School, of which he was superintendent for 
many years. He had been treasurer of the 
Widows’ Alms House, Grantham street, since 


1909. 
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The death cccurred vesterdáay at his resi- 
dence, Baronstown, Westmeath, of Colonel 
John Richard Malone, D.L., in his 80th year. 
Colonel. Malone formerly held a commission 
in the 12th Lancers, and he commanded the 
6th Battalion of the Rifle Brigade for several 
years. He was the oldest Deputy Lieu- 
ienant in the county, and was a member of 
the old Grand Jury. Colonel Malone was the 
owner of fine estates in Westmeath and the 
adjoining counties, and as a landlord he was 
held in high esteem. 

An enthusiastic sportsman, Colonel Malone 
was one of the oldest supporters of the 
Westmeath Hunt and point-to-point races, 
and of the Mullingar race meeting. 


SIR AUSTIN CHAPMAN,

EXPEDITING THE WORK. 


- 


The main work of the Land Commission 
during the past two years has been the 
finishing oí uncompleted sales oí estates 
under the. Land Acts oí 1805. and 1909. 
Some 581,000 acres have been vested :n 
18,009 tenant, purchasers, and 91,000 acres 
have .been divided, of which 15,000 were 
under the Act of 1923 and 76,000, under, 
the previous Acts. ie ty pe 

Since April, 1923, particulars have been 
lodged by landlords in respect of nearly 
6,060 estates, dealing with 95,000 tenants.; 

In addition; the’ Land Commission hak 
administered the sum of £264,000 in relief 
work, | 


"' COMMISSION’S FUNCTION, 

The principal function of thé Irish Land 
Commission is the transfer under the. Land 
Purchase Acts to the occupying tenants of 
the landlords’ interest’ in their holdings, 
thereby constituting them - owners «im fee- 
simple, subject. to terminable land ‘purchase 
annuities; and the purchase of uritenanted 
land fog. the relief of congestion by the en- 
largement of small holdings or by the pro- 
vision of new holdings. . bs | 

nder .the..Land Purchase Acts prio? to 
the Act of 1923, a sum of about £100,000.000 
had been. advanced to enable tenants to pur 
chase -their  holdings,. and to purebasé .un- 
tenanted holdings for the creation. of new 
tenancies. These advances are now being 
repaid by some 250,000 tenants by means of 
Land Purchase annuities 

The Land Act of 1923 provided that all 
tenanted land, to which the measure applied 
wherever situated; all untenanted land in the 
congested counties, and such other untenanted 
land as the Land Commission declared to be 
required for the purpose of relieving conges- 
tion or facilitating the re-sale of tenanted 
land, should be vested in the Land Commis- 
sion, 

Since the 1923 Act became operative parti- 
culars have. been lodged by landlords in re- 
spect of nearly 6,000 estates, covering 95,000 
tenants. On these estates the Land Commis- 
sion are collecting payments,to the extent 
of 75 per cent:of the old rent, and paying 
them to the landlords, -pending the vesting of 
the holdings in the Commission. This is 
being done as expeditiously as possible. 

581,000 ACRES VESTED. 

In addition, the Commission have been at 
tending to the task of clearing off the un- 
completed - sales of estates under the old Land 
Acts. These operations had to be fimished, 
not only from the point of view of dividing 
untenanted ‘land, but ‘also from the point of 
view of vesting ‘tenanted land in the owners. 
Since April, 1923, the Land Commission has 
vested 581,000 acres under the Acts of 1905 
and 1909 in respect of 18,000 tenant pur- 
chasers. 

The Commission has had to supervise work 
in connection with the expenditure of 
£264,000 ont of the sum voted by the Dail 
for relief of distress. This required the at- 
tention of a large number of the outdoor 
staff. At the greatest period of distress the 
Commission gave employment to 20,000 men 
on utility work, such as repairing bridges and 
roads. 

In the two and a half years since April, 
1923, there have. been divided 91,165 acres. 
Of these 76,000 were under the old Acts and 
15,000 under the Act of 1923. 

hese figures give no indication of the pre- 
liminary work to be done in connection With 
the new-Act, which changed the whole pro- 
cedure, and the delay inevitably occasioned 
when’ the »-Congested Districts Board was 
amalgamated with the Land Commission. A 
huge mass of work had also to be done when 
every rent in the country had to be reduced 
accurately to a penny by 25 per cent. 

RE-SALE SCHEMES. 

In addition to the 15,000 acres already 
divided, re-sale schemes have been prepared 
in respect of 35,000 acres. At the present 
rate of progress not more than 45,000 acres 
would be divided this year. In November, 
1925, re‘sale schemes were prepared or in 
course of prenaration for 85,000 acres, and 
in the present year re-sale schemés will be 
prepared for 200,000 acres. 

A re-sale scheme means the division of land 
on a map with the consent of the allottees. 
In connection with the preparation of these 
re-sale schemes the delay occurs between the 
time when the scheme is prepared and the 
date when the land is actually divided. That 
‘hold un ” has always occurred, and at the 
present rate it would be a number of years 
before the 200,000 acres already mapped out 
could be divided. 

To overcome this delay the Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture, in consultation with 
the Land Commissioners, decided to alter the 
system and adopt a new procedure. The old 
practice under which vesting orders are 
checked with the greatest minuteness has not 
been altered, but it has been decided that 
for the future, when a re-sale scheme. comes 
up to the Land Commission; it will be 
checked in the first instance in one respect 
only, and that is by the selection of allottees. 
lf the Commissioners decide that the allottees 
are the mght allottees an inspector will get 
back a scheme and can put the allottees into 
possession under a temporary convenience 
agreement. 

The scheme will then be sent back to the 
office to be checked and altered, but mean- 
time the allottee is in possession This par- 
ticular scheme has bau cr by the Land 
Commission as the only way to overcome 
delays, and it is hoped it will expedite land 
perrnens by trebling the rate at which it 
as hitherto been proceeding.

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TREATMENT OF INJURED 
WORKMEN,

DOCTOR HENNESSY’S VIEW. 


Evidence as to the treatment and training 
of the workman, who had suffered serious 
injury as the result of an accident, with a 
view to his return to suitable employment, 
was given by Dr, Thomas Hennessy, T.D., 
at yesterday's meeting «f the Departmental 
Committee on Workmen's Compensation, 
held at the offices of the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, Dublin. 

Dr, Hennessy pointed out that in many 
districts, where there are hospitals for the 
treatment of serious cases, no provision is 
made for the treatment of minor cases—viz., 
by massage, electricity, etc. There were 
many cases which, he said, would benefit 
materially if certain recommended treatment 
were accepted by the patients. Compensa- 
tion should be reduced if the injured work- 
man unreasonably refused to undergo such 
treatment. $ 

It should be the employer's duty to supply 
the necessary appliances which are con- 
sidered necessary by the medical referee. 
Where a workman is permanently disabled 
and prevented from following his own occupa- 
tion, the medical referee should certify to 
this effect and state for what class of work 
he is fit to be trained for. 

IN CASES OF DISPUTE. 

No attempt should. be made to dispense 
with the evidence of the patient’s own doctor. 
In. case of dispute, Dr. Hennessy suggested 
that the whole facts of the case should be 
submitted to a medical referee appointed by 
the State, and the medical witnesses should 
be examined. The opinion of the medical 
referee’ might be final, or an appeal could be 
allowed: to a board of medical referees. 

Opportunity should always be given to a 
doctor representing the deceased's family or 
trade union, and a doctor representing the 
employer to. be present at a post mortem. 

Continuing, Dr. Hennessy said that the 
medical referee should have the power to 
enforce treatment. after consultation with thd 
injured person’s own doctor and ’ reduce 
benefit if treatment was refused. 

A medical assessor would not be necessary 
if this procedure were adopted, but should 
present arrangements hold, whereby disputed 
cases were decided in open court, then the 
medical assessor should be summoned in all 
cases where medical evidence was to be 
taken. ' 

Payment oí compensation, no matter when 
commenced, should not be-held as an admis. 
sion of liability. There might be 


cases 
where medical evidence would prove that 
liability should not be permitted. If pay- 


ment of compensation could be made with. 
ont prejudice it would be an advantage,

EXTRA-TERRITORIALITY. 


COMMISSION OPENED. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
PEKING, Tuesday. 

The inaugural: session of the International 
Commission on Extra-Territoriality was 
opened here to-day, Mr. Silas H. Strawn, the 
American delegate, being elected Chairman, 
Delegates were present representing thirteen 
nations, including Great Britain, France, 
Italy, and Japan. 

The: session opened with the pomp usually 
associated with international semi-diplomatic 
gatherings in the Chu Jen-Tang; the build- 
ing in the Forbidden City where the Customs 
Conference meetings are held. Dr, Wang 
Chang-Hui, of the Hague World Court, 
China’s delegate on the Commission, opened 
the meeting, calling upon the Chinese Minis- 
ter of Justice, Ma Chun-Wu, to deliver an 
address of welcome to the delegates. 

In the course of a brief speech, Ma Chun- 
Wu said—‘‘ It is conceded on all sides that 
the status of foreigners jn hina 
calls for readjustment, as China ‘is 
the only great nation where the anomaly 
of extra-territoriality continues.”’ He 
called attention to the new civil and eri- 
minal codes in use in Uhina, the new judicial 
system with trained lawyers as judges, and 
the new up-to-date prisons. The Minister 
was convinced that the Commission would 
see, as a result of their investigation, that 
the ‘‘extra-territorial régime in China had 
outlived its usefulness.”’ 

The Japanese delegate replied for the 
Powers, and made’ what was looked upon as 
a significant concession in declaring—‘* We 
all recognise the fact that the extra-terri- 
toriality régiune was introduced into: this 
coumtry simply as a modus vtvendi, and,

CALLOUS FATHER 
SENTENCED, 


MISERABLE EXISTENCE OF WIFE 
AND CHILDREN, 


District Justice Hannan, at Monaghan Dis- 
trict Court yesterday, sentenced Robert 
Totten, an ex-Servicé man to six months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour, for neglect- 
ing his ‘wife and three children, 

Totten was brought up in custody, having 
been arrested in Edinburgh by. Guard Casey. 
When charged, prisoner said That owing to 
his previous conviction he lost his job, and 
only worked thirteen weeks since that date, 


and owing to the slackness of trade was 
unable to contribute towards the main- 
tenance of his children. 

Inspector Bernard Mallon, of the 


N.S.P.C.C., gave evidence of the defendant 
having been sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment, with hard labour, on a similar 
charge in April, 1924. He visited the chil- 
dren's house at Glasslough street, Monaghan. 
The only furniture consisted of a table and 
stools. His wife and children were living 
under the most miserable conditions. She 
was getting 7s. 6d. poor relief, had 2s. 6d. 
rent to pay, leaving 5s. maintenance for her- 
self and children. They were in extreme 
misery. 

Mrs. Totten gave evidence, stating that 
they had been sixteen years married. Her 
husband had been sentenced to eight months’ 
imprisonment for bigamy, and to six months 
ior neglecting his children. 

In a statement from the dock, the prisoner 
said that but for the Salvation Army, who 
kept him in their hostel and gave him food 
and clothing, he would have been on the 
street.

PECULIAR SITUATION 
CARRICKMACROSS. 


The Monaghan County Council, at its 
meeting yesterday, discussed the case of Mr. 
Patrick O'Daly, assistant surveyor of the 
county, who, before the signing of the Angio- 
Irish Treaty, was placed as tenant by the 
Board of Guardians of portion of the Carrick- 
macrots Workhouse premises. The people of 
Carrickmacross now want a hospital and the 
County Cou has decided to establish it at 
the Workhouse building. The Local Govern- 
ment Department s inspectors contend that 
the only portion of the building. suited for 
a hospital is that occupied by Mr. O’Daly, 

The Council at its previous meeting recom- 
mended that £250 compensation for dis- 
turbance should be paid to Mr. O'Daly. It 
had been suggested that another portion of 
the building should be converted into a dwel- 
ling, but the engineer pointed out that this 
would cost #500. 

At yesterday’s meeting a letter was read 
from the Local Government Department 
stating that the council had no power either 
to pay compensation fo Mr. O'Daly or to 
equip any part of th¢ building for his use, 
and that they never had possessed power to 
let the premises, 

Mr. E. Brady, who presided, said that the 
Workhouses before the Treaty were the pro- 
perty of the British Government, and were 
now the property of the Irish Free State. 

Mr. O'Daly said that the agreement for the 
tenancy had been entered into with the 
Board of Guardians. He would give the 
names of the witnesses, and he produced re- 
ceipts for rent paid. 

Mr. E. Kelly said that if they had no 
authority to let the building they had no 
authority to evict a man from it. The letting 
took place at a time when the British Local 
Government Board was not recognised, and 
when the local authorities submitted to the 
Local Government Department of Dail 
Eireann, the chief of which at that time was 
the present President of the Free State. It 
was “‘up to ” Mr. Cosgrave to see now that 
no injury was done to those who acted under 
the orders of his department. They had used 
him for their purposes, at that time, and they 
should not now turn him out like a dog. 
This would be the acid test as to whether 
those in power would honour the institutions 
they had established prior to the signing of 
the Treaty. The County Council had no 
right to evict-Mr. O’Daly, and if the Local 
Government Board wanted to do it let them 
send down their own men. 

Mr. Conlon moved, and Mr. Mohan 
seconded a proposal that they should take 
the necessary steps to get possession of the 
building through their solicitor.

In addition to the 
lands and other Zproperty and funds they 
now possess, which represent the remainder 
of their grants and accumulation of income, 
the Society also receives the following pay- 
ments from the Imperial Exchequer :— 

(1) An annual grant of £433 6s. 4d. under 
the Copyright Acts in lieu of copies of 
publications. 

(2) Under various Finance Acts consoli- 
dated by 54 and 55 Victoria, Chap 39, 
the following grants :— 

(a) £10, part of duty of £50 payable 
on admission to the degree of 
Barrister-at-Law in Ireland. 

(b) £10, part of duty on like admission 
of a person admitted to the same 
degree in England or Advocate of 
Scotland. 

(c) £10, part of duty of £25 payable on 
admission of a person as student of 
the Society of Kings Inns in 
Dublin, 

(d) £1”, part of duty of £80 payable on 
the Indenture of Apprenticeship to 
the profession of Solicitor. 

These monies are by Statute payable to the 
Treasurer of the Society of King’s Inns, and, 
it is to be noted, are still paid independently 
of any financial arrangements between the 
Imperial Exchequer and the Governments of 
Northern Ireland or of the Free State. 
Every solicitor’s apprentice, law student and 
parrister in Ireland makes thus a compulsory 
contribution to the endowment of the Society. 
The Benchers are trustees of an educational] 
trust fe the whole of Ireland. They act 
under an authority Sovereign alike over them 
over the Parliament of the Free State and 
the Parliament of Northern Ireland. In 
their sphere they are equal, if not paramount, 
to all other authorities in Ireland, deriving, 
as they do, their authority from the same 
Sovereign power under which they ll 
function. 

Will Lord Chief Justice. Moore and his 


colleagues desert their trust, and, by with- 


drawing from this great Institution, weaken, 
if not destroy, it? Let them consider if they 
are doing the best, even from their own 
immediate point of view. The Society is a 
bond by which all Ireland is held together. 
It ought not to be lightly broken. 

The question of the admission of persons 
with doubtful or insufficient | educational 
equipment surely may be relegated to the 
past. But a cause of distrust does remain 
which is of a different and _ substantial 
character—viz., the proposal to make “Irish” 
a compulsory subject for admission to the 
degree of Barrister-at-Law. If this were 
seriously contemplated, the ~-Nerthern 
Benchers would be not merely justified in 
resisting it, but bound to do so. It would 
be a hardship amounting to injustice to all 
Northern students, as it would be to many 
of the Free State; and, if the proposal were 
carried by force majeure, they would be 
right to “secede. or test the lawfulness of 
the rule, and, having regard to the fact that 
the Society is a trust endowed by the Imperial 
Parliament, there is no doubt that it could 
be tested effectually by the highest authority. 
The Society, it may be observed by the way, 
was originally founded for, among other pur- 
poses, the promotion of the English language 
in Ireland. 

It is not desired in setting out these facts 
to do more than give occasion for re-thinking. 
It seems a pity that the heads of a great 
profession, and the heads of two Judiciartes, 
both entering on an era of great events, 
should, either or both of them, by act or 
omission,. by fault or failure, bring about 


consequences which may injuriously affect for | 


all time the communities with whose guidance 
and keeping they, by their position, are so 
greatly charged. 

Let the mediation of some friendly 
authority be sought, even at the eleventh 
hour.—Yours, etc.,

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AN IRISH SOLDIER’S 

STORY. 
- ———- > -— — 
MEMORIES OF THE GREAT 
WAR. 

During the Great War and for several 
years after its close so much was published 
covering various aspects of that cataclysm 
that one is now, perhaps, inclined to look 
askance at any new work upon the same 
subject. However, a little book which has 
just appeared, ‘‘ Personal Experiences of 
the Great War,” by the late F. M. Laird, 
is one which will well repay careful read- 
ing and which has lost none of its innate 
charm from the interval which has elapsed 


—indeed it has, if anything, gained in 
this respect. 

The book is exactly what its title claims, 
the personal experiences of an Irish civ! 
servant. who, although at that time over 
thirty-five years of age, Joined up as a 
private in the Dublin Fusiliers within the 
first few months of the war. There is 
no attempt to enlarge either upon the dis- 
comforts and horrors or upon the lighter’ 
side of a soldier’s life. 

His first experience of barrack life was 
in that nursery of so many first-class Irish 
soldiers, Gough Barracks, in the Curragh, 
where at the end of December, 1914, he 
reported to the 7th Dublins. By the end 
of January, when the Battalion was trans- 
ferred by road to the Royal Barracks, 
Dublin. be had begun to find his ' Army 
lecs.”’ and get used to the routine which. 
after the ease of civilian life, had at first 
appeared so Spartan. A more serious and 
vigorous training now began, but, as he 
so very truly remarks, ' the Army always 
has something worse up its sleeve,’’ and 
the rigours of the 10th Irish Divisional 
camps round Basingstoke, to which the 
Battalion had been moved after a few 
months, soon caused them to look back on 
their duty in Dublin as a round of: com- 
parative ease. 

DARDANELLES AND FLANDERS. 

From England they were sent to the 
Dardanelles, where on August 7th they 
landed at Sulva Bay and found them- 
selves immediately involved in the first 
attack on Chocolate Hill., In its sheer 
simplicity the author's description of this 
fight is extraordinarily vivid and brings 
home to one the memory of those times 
with startling clarity. Within four days 
of landing he was back at sea again, bound 
for Lemnos seriously wounded. The famous 
Australian Field Ambulance on this island 
is shown with a faithfulness that will 
make those of us who rested for a time 
under its kindly roof again smell every 
smell and see every sight as we did ten 
years and more ago. The chapter which 
is devoted to this period is one of the 
greatest gems in the book. 

In the course of several months after 
he had recovered sufficiently to be dis- 
charged from hospital, he returned to duty 
at the dépét of the Dublins at Naas, but 
was soon again transferred to Dublin, 
whence, after the excitements of the Rising 
of 1916, and some further training in a 
Cadet Corps, he was sent to the 8th 
Battalion, then resting near Bailleul, in 
Flanders. He gives a most interesting 
description of the officers of the unit and 
of the life of the Army during this period, 
which continued to the close of the 
Messines offensive. 

Here, unfortunately, there is a long 
break, from June, 1917, to March, 1918. 

THE LAST YEAR. 

The story is taken up again in March, 
1918, at the commencement of the great 
German offensive. At'that time he was 
with a pioneer battalion near Peronne, 
some twenty miles behind the line. How- 
ever, within a few days the Germans were 
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a rather hopeless rearguard action against 
the victorious enemy. In the course of a 
forlorn counter-attack he was 
wounded, for the third time, and fell into 
the hands of the Germans. His treatment 
by them was genuinely good, particularly 
in view of the terrible lack of bandages, 
ambulances, wagons and other hospital 
necessities caused by the British blockade. 
Luckily his* wound, although severe, was 
not really serious, and he was able to 
stand the comparative hardship of the 
German starvation diet until parcels from 
home began to arrive. He deals with th? 
life of the British officer prisoners very 
thoroughly, and their lot certainly does 
not appear to have been a hard one if one 
can judge by his experiences in the big 
“lager’’ at Schweidnitz, in Silesia, where 
he remained until the general release of 
prisoners took place after the Armistice 
Ultimately, he died as the result of his 
wounds.
